They 
had been asphyxiated. Mrs. Uhiman col- 
lapsed. 


Think He Was Becoming Insane. 

Uhiman's conduct for some time has been 
strange, and the police believe he was be- 
coming insane. In the middle of the after- 
noon John Stacek, 624 South State street, 
went to the house to see him, but could not 
open, either door. He went to a side window 
and smelled gas, then called some neighbors. 

The, house was entered, and in the gas 
filled bedroom were found the bodies of 
the father and both children. lying side by 
side, They had been dead for severa! hours, 
and it is probable Uhlman turned on the 
gas almost as soon ae his wife left the 
house et noon, 

On the dresser were several letters sealed 
and addressed to the wife. The police said 
they were in Bohemian and refused to give 
them out until after the inquest. They en- 
pect a verdict of temporary insanity.

ST. LOUIS SUFFERS BY LIGHTNING 


Mexico City, July 14.—[@pecial.}—Ctoud- 
burets and floods in the state of Guanajuato 
have killed over 1.000 persons and caused a 
property loge of $20,000,000. 

The cities of Saiamanea and Celaya are 
reported to have been wiped out, and crops 
in a district of more than10,00 0 square miles 
have been destroyed. 

The homeless survivors face famine un- 
less relief és sent from other parts of the 
country. Their peril fe augmented by the 
fact that crops are scarce in all sections of 
the country as a result of the two recent re- 
volts stopping tillage. 

Flood Fills Entire Valley. 

The cloudburet was the latest and most 
severe of a long series which have descended 
on the district in the last few weeks. This 
cloudburst covered the valley of the Gantiago 
te a depth of seven feet. The natural outlets 
became clogged and within half an hour 
nothing wa@ Seen of the two little cities but 
the roofs of the houses. 

The cities were left in darkmess as the elec- 
tric light plant, further down the valley, was 
washed away and this tended te add to the 
panic, 

The vast body of water went out as sud- 
denly as it came, carrying houses and people 
te destruction, Every house in the path of 


left ruin and misery in its place. 
Fear Hunger Tue Many. 

Within a few houre the survivors began to 
feel the lose of all foodetufis. How meny 
have succumbed to hunger has not been as 
certained. 

Nearly 2,000 laborers were collected in the 
City of Mexico and sent to the stene of the 
Gisaster to aid in the work of recovering 
bodies and restoring the citiee sufficiently 
to shelter those who escaped,

After visiting the scene and questioning | 
half a hundred persons the coroner postponed | 
the formal inquest until Wednesday morn- 
ing. In the meantime subpenas will be issued 
for every one who can possibly make an 
explanation of the cause of the wreck or shed 
light on the actions of theee three persons: 
GEORGE BRONSON, engineer of train 
No, 8, who was killed, 
MRS. F. A. WILCOX, tower operator. 
FLAGMAN JOHN WOODRUFT of 
train No. 2. ? 


Coroner Wants Blame Fixed. 


“Some one certainly was to blame,” said 
the coroner to his jury. “It was d level 
stretch of track, and it looks as though some 
one blundered. We must investigate this 
wreck carefully to determine just who lis to 
be held responsible. 

In a statement isued by P. S. E netio, pas- 
senger traffic manager of. the C., B. & Q., 
after receiving reports from those at the 
scene of the accident, the blame is placed 
upon either Bronson, the engineer who lost 
his iife, or Woodruff, the flagman. 

Reports that reached Coroner Hoffman that 
the bleck sytem was not worked properly 
by the woman operator in the tower was 
denied by the railroad men, but caused Mr. 
Hoffman to ask Mrs. Wilcox to be sure to be 
present at the inquest Wednesday morning. 

Explanations offered by the railroad com- 
pany are that Woodruff falled to protect his 
train properly by warning the oncoming train 
son was responsible for missing the stop 
signal at the proper time. 


Exonerates Tower Operator. 


The statement of Mr. Eustis ts as follows: 

“Tt was avery foggy morning, and, while 
the block signals were properly handled by 
the operator, the accident was due to the 
fact that the engineer of train No. 2 ran 
by the signal set for stop at Western 
Springs and stopped his train about 850 feet 
east thereof. The next block to the west 
being thus cleared, train No. 8 followed, and 
the engineer of this train likewise ran by 
the signal at Western Springs, which was 
still set for stop, and struck the rear of No 
2, which was standing still. there being an 
interval of about nine minutes between the 
two trains passing the block signal! tower. 

“Preliminary investigation incicates that 
had the flagman on train No. 2 properly, 
protected his train No. 8 would have been 
stopped, but a more thorough investigation 
may show that the fault lies entirely with 
the engineer of No. 8, who was killed in the 
wreck. However, it was extremely foggy 
at the time of the accident, and it was there- [ 
fore difficult to see eignals of any kind untill 
right upon them. 


Official Record of Results. 


„AA of the killed were in the rear sleeper, 
the Hamlet, which was practically demol- 
ished. The next car, the Fanwood, was de- 
ralled and turned upon its side. The sleeper 
Mohican, mext ahead, and all the cars ahead 
of that remained on the track and were prac- 
tical undamaged. The engineer of No. 2 
with all undamaged cars proceeded to Chi- 


The dead were taken to Johnson's morgue 
at La Grange, and efforts are now being 
made to identify all of them. Among the 
umdentified dead are a man, a Woman, and 
two children, evidently all of one family, and 
apparently immigrants. 

“The engine of train No. 8 was rot only 
derailed but badly damaged and blocked all 
three tracks for about two hours, when the 
north track was cleared and a number 
of other trains from the northwest, west, and 
southwest came to Chicago. The middle 
track was cleared at noon and the south 
track was cleared at 3 p. m. 

“The conductor of No. 2 was Frank 
Hughes, who suffered a fracture of one arm 
and one leg, and was taken from the wreck 
to hig home in Hinsdale.” 


Blame Points to Flagman. 

“The fog certainly had something to do 
with the accident,“ said Mr. Eustis in am- 
plifying his official statement, but from 
the assertions of those who examined the 
conditions, we of the road want to know just 
what the flagman, Woodruff, did to protect 
his train. He says he went back 1,125 feet 
after his train stopped and placed torpedies 
on the track and also flagged the, train as it 
flew by him. If he did this he did all he 
could do, but if he did, it seems the second 
train would have been able to slow down 
enough to have prevented so serious a crash. 

„Other reports reached us that the flagman 
Hrst went to the tower, then returned to Hig 
train, and then again walked back to the 
tower before attempting to warn the second 
train. If this was done he is responsible. 
The facts have come to us from so many 
different sources that we do not wish to pass 
judgment upon any one, but wil do all n 
our power to assist the coroner to get at the 
real facts. 

Nine minutes elapsed from the time the 
first train stopped until the accident. That 
was ample time to have given the second 
train warning.“ 


Woman Denies Faulty Signaling. 

Coroner Hoffman was told when he ar rived 
at the accident scene that the block system 
had not worked properly. This was denied 
by Mrs. Wileox and by members of the train 
crew. They declared the stop signal 
was up when the first train passed. 

Mrs. F. A. Wilcox felt before the crash 
came that the mail was not going to stop at 
the single signal, which was between it and 
the standing limited. When she had re- 
ceived the word from the Hinsdale tower- 
man, Floyd Woods, that the mail had passed 
Hinsdale, she tried frantically to get a red 
lantern to flag the approaching flyer. There 
was not time, however, 

It I had had another minute I would have 
been, down on the track to flag the mal, 
she said at her residence in La Grange.

The. explosions were heard 
distinctly just before the crash of the two 
trains meeting, but just how long before the 
second crash it was impossible to determine. 

“TI went back 1,125 feet from my train, 
declared Wogdruff in his report to the rall- 
road company. “I placed the torpedoes on 
the track and also tried to flag the train as 
it sped past me. I did exactly as the rules 
call for.“ 

Statements by I.. A. Goss, 410 North Brain- 
erde street, La Grange, and W. 8. Fuller, 116 
North Spring street, La Grange, mal! clerks 
on train No. 8, in connection with the ex- 
plosion of torpedoes were different from 
those made by others. Questioned by Deputy 
Coroner Hermann, they denied they heard 
any explosions before the crash. They de- 
clared they did not hear alr brakes put in 
motion, which Mr. Hermann said would in- 
dicate that at the time of the accident the 
throttle and brakes were open.

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HEAT KILLS FIPTY-FIVE BABIES 


Humidity Responsible for Many 
of Infant Fatalities. 
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POOR FOOD A BIG FACTOR. 


Few Cents Worth of Ice Might Have 
2 Saved Lives. 


SAVE THE BABIES. 


In weather such as Chicago now ie hav- 
ing, milk for babies must be kept cool. 
Bacteria multiply in milk which is not 
kept’ cool. Babies who drink this milk 
die, sometimes as many as twenty in one 
day.

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A coroners list of fifty-five babies under 
3 years oki dead from heat is the toll of the 
last three days. Some of the deaths were 
due to heat directly, others to diseases gen- 
erated by the hot weather of the early part 
of the week. 

Some of the deaths were due to poor nour- 
ishment. At some of the homes there was no 
ice and the milk soured, and death was only 
a few days off. At others the mothers knew 
the milk would sour and bought none, and 
death was still nearer there.

Avoid Alcoholic Drinks and Be Spar- 
ing in Eating of Meals. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.} 

Washington, D. Ca July 14.—[Special. ]— 
Suggestions for keeping cool were issued 
today by the agricultural department. The 
advice of the department, while not original, 
fe generally recognized to be sound. To foi- 
low it, one must be moderate in eating, mod- 
erate in moving, and must not take more 
than one tiny drink, the kind that tinkles 
ma glass, during an evening. Then if one 
carefully and thoroughly dismisses all 
thoughts of the heat from the mind, complete 
and refreshing coolness will result, accord- 
ing to the agricultural experts. 

Don't think it is hot, don’t worry, and 
dont get heated, said Dr. R. E. Doolittle, 
acting chief of the pure food bureau and 
successor to Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, the pure 
food expert. Don't look at the thermome- 
ter every two minutes. Just try to forget the 
weather and you'll be surprised to find how 
much less you feel it.’’ 


Avoid Alcoholic Drinks. 

“Alcoholic drinks, beer, gin, or anything 
Uke it should be avolded, he continued. 
thoughtfully wiping the perspiration from 
his brow and shifting his chair the better to 
get the benefit of the cooling breezes from an 
electric fan. A little ice water. I find, is 
not harmful. Possibly one tiny.drink, the 
kind that tinkles in the Hass, taken in the 
evening, is all right. 

“There is no objection to lemonade and 
soda fountain beverages. The acids and soda 
in the latter are positively beneficial to ward 
off heat. Once a day is often enough to eat 
meat in hot weather—never two or three 
times. Be sure, too, that any fish or sea 
foods are absolutely fresh. These and stale 
milk cause typhoid. Ice cream, too, is not 
harmful. 


Vacations. Good for All. 

„ Moderation in all things, eating and 
working, is imperative. Take a vacation, 
sure. If you can’t, be sure your wife does; 
she probably needs it more than you do. 
Every man, though, ought to take a vaca- 
tion. Vacations are good investments for 
any business firm to give their employés. 
Also loaf, sleep, and take it as easy as you 
can all the time. Don't overexert.

SAVANTS FIND LIFE SECRET 


Artificial Solution Causes Birth 
of Three Guinea Pigs. 


SERIES OF TESTS SUCCEEDS. 


| Wonderful Work of Scientists at Uni- : 


versity of Pennsylvania. 


Philadeiphia, Pa., July 14—[Special.]— 
Following up the research experiments per- 
formed at the Rockefeller institute in New 
York, pathologists of the University of 
Pennsylvania have completed a series of 
tests which. are amazing. 

The scientists have found it lis possible to 
produce animal life artificially. The work 


is still in the experimental stage, but female | 


guinea pigs have been impregnated by an 
artificial solution, simulating the normal an- 
imal secretion, and from this there has been 
produced the true animal embryo which has 
grown to normal size and been born asthe 
result of this treatment. 

It was found a solution ef water, 80 per 
cent, salts 12 per cent, and an acid similar to 
the malic acid that is found in certain forms 
of vegetable life, would cause human tissues 
to grow. 

Three Guinea Pigs Bear Young. 

When that fact wae established, then the 
men of science were ready to proceed with 
their comparative anima! tests. 

Sevéral female guinea pigs were isolated 
eo as to praclude the posetbiiity of their im- 
pregnation by natural methods. This solu- 
tion was injected and three of the animals 
gave birth to guinea pigs, but they were con- 
siderably smaller than those born in the 
natural way. Two of these artificially pro- 
duced pigs died, but one Is still living. 


Autopsies on the Bodies. 

Autopsies on the bodies of those that did 
not survive showed a failure of the spinal 
cord camal to close properly in one andinthis 
certain of the diseases of Infant life were 
produced by artificial means. It was pos- 
gible by this method to show that these con- 
ditions in human life are due to a faulty 
union of some of the tissues while ovulation 
is in progress. : 

While the university officials will not make 
any definite statement for publication re- 
garding this experiment, as socn as Dr. Lod- 
holz returns from Europe and confers with 
Prof. Reichert, his chief, and with Profs. 
Richard Mills Pearce and Allen J. Smith, a 
report on the work that has been accom- 
plished at the labaratory will be presented 
to the profession through the Journal of 
the American Medical association. 


DECLARES SURGEONS MAY USE 
OWN JUDGMENT IN OPERATIONS 


New Jersey Court Rules Competent 
Physicians Can Extend Work With- 
out Patient’s Permission. 


Trenton, N. J., July 14.—[Special. I Justice 

Garrison of the state Supreme court, for- 
merly an eminent physician and surgeon, 
has rendered an interesting and important 
decision in. a surgical case in which he de- 
cided that a competent surgeon may use his 
own judgment in an operation where the 
patient is under an anesthetic and cannot 
direct the surgeon, and may extend the oper- 
ation without instructions. 
The case in question is that of Harris 
Bennan of Essex county against Dr. Victor 
Parsonnet. Bernan sued Parsonnet civilly 
for assault and battery and recovered a ver- 
dict of $1,000 in a lower court, because the 
doctor performed a more extensive operation 
than he had agreed to perform. 3

anesthetic it was found that a more serious 
condition than hdd at first been supposed 
prevailed, and that if not operated upon at 
once it would likely cause death.

Experts to Testify Self-Shooting 
Theory Impossible. 


RANGES OF BULLETS DIFFER 


— 


Change of Hands Required to Inflict 
Wounds. 


The state today will endeavor te prove false 
the assertions of Mrs. Rena B. Morrow, on 
trial for the murder of her invemtor husband, 
that the two gunshot wounds which casmed 
his death were seif-inficted. Expert medical 
witnesses will testify to the nature of the 
wounds and the jury will witaess e demon- 
stration of just how the revelver would have 
to be hekd to cause them. 

By the evidence Assistant States Attorney 
Northup expects to convince the jury Morrow 
did not commit suicide. The invemtor died 
on the evening of Dec. N. His frozen body 
was found the following morning on the rear 
second story porch of hie reaidence at 4045 
Michigan avenue. 


Calls Self-Shooting Impossible. 

“It is to be presumed the wound in Mor- 
row’s chest was received ficst.” said Prose 
cutor Northup yesterday. ‘‘ The bullet en- 
tered the chest wall jist above the heart. It 
nicked the heart, severed one of the large ar- 
terles, passed through the right lung and 
shaitered the fifth rib on the right side. The 
powder burns indicate the revolver was held 
from eight to ten inches from the body R 
would have been an absolute physical im- 
possibility for Morrow to have held the re- 
volver in his right hand, and he was right 
handed. The revolver hes a safety device. It 
is necessary to press the back of the handle 
and the trigger simultaneously to discharge 
it. To discharge the revolver with his left 
hand Morrow would have had to press the 
trigger with his thumb. Such a position would 
be so unnatural that it is obvious a would be 
suicide would not attempt it. 


Change of Hands Required. 

“The position of the second wound shows 
the utter fallacy of the suicide claim. After 
the first shot Morrow fell to the floor of the 
porch. His glasses fell several feet away. 
As he lay on the porch the second shot was 
fired. If Morrow fired it he would have had 
to change the revolver from his left to a 
right hand, and, holding it several inches 
from his right temple, press the trigger. 
The * passed through his head and was 
found {mbedded in a board in the floor.” 

The state’s evidence will be heard follow- 
ing arguments on the admissibility of parts of 
a conversation between Morrow and a woman 
a few minutes before he was shot. It was 
overheard by W. H. Palmer, 4105 Prairie ave- 
nue, who roomed with the Morrows. 

It is probable the state will complete its 
direct testimony this afternoon.

PLANS. NO APPOINTMENT. 


Governor Will Seek Legal Opin- 
ion of Attorney General Be- 
fore Naming Senator. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. 
Epringheld, III., July 14—[Special.]—Gov. 


Deneen will not ben candidate for the seat 


in the United States senate just made vacant 
by the ousting of William Lorimer. He ex- 


peets to continue as the regular Republican 


candidate for governor, and is not and will 
not be a party to any arrangement whereby 
he could assume the senatorship by the ap- 
pointment of his successor as governor. 

The governor made this plain tonight and 
sald without equivocation that he is not and 
will not be a candidate. for the senatorship, 
either by appointment or before the next leg- 
islature, and that he will not permit the use 
of hie name in that connection. 

He furthermore let it become known that 
he has made no plans to appoint any person 
to the Lorimer seat, and has not taken up 
the miatter with anybody. 


Will. Get Legal Opinion. 

The governor is not satisfied that he has 
the appointive power by reason of the adop- 
tion of the Lea resolution in Washington. 

He will submit the question to Attorney 
General Stead tomorrow morning, and-é€x- 
pects to get the legal opinion before night- 
ta ll. ' 

It is not certain that the governor will 
make an appointment at this time, even if the 
attorney general rules that he has full power. 
On the contrary, there is reason to believe 
he will take no action until after the No- 
vember election, and not even then, unless 
@n eXtraordinary condition arises which ne- 
eessitates absolutely the presence of a sec- 
ond seNator from Mlinois at Washington. 

The telegram of former ss) a States Sen- 
ator Albert J. Hopkins sent’ from New York 
to Tue TRIBUNE, declaring that he expects 
to be appointed to the Lorimer seat, made 
but little disturbance in Springfield. 


Say Hopkins Must Fight. 

It was a subject of frequent discussion, but 
the consensus of opinion was that if Mr. Hop- 
kins gets the senatorship he is after, it will 
be after a free-for-all campaign in which he 
will have to take his chances with all other 
candidates, of which it is expected there will 
be plenty by the time that the new legisla- 
tures converes next January. 

Announcement of the candidacy of WII- 
nam Mason did not create much of a4 ripple 
among the state leaders. Mr. Masons con- 
tention that there be a statewide senatorial 
primary in connection with the November 
election met with the answer that the only 
way to get such a primary is by a special 
tenslon of the legislature with another 
amendment to the direct primary [aw, simi- 
iar to that which secured the direct presiden- 
tial primary vote. 


Deneen Might Call Extra Session. 

It is pretty certain a joint agreement be- 
tween Republican and Democratic members 
of the legislature to furnish the necessary 
two-thirds vote to pass such a bill with an 
emergency clause would be answered imme- 
diately by the summoning of an extra s<«ssion 
by Gov. Deneen, and it would be one of the 
constitutional! duties of such a special session 
to elect a senator for the seat which Mr. 
Lorimer has been holding down 

Speculation turned a bit toward what will 
become of the federal appointees in Illinois 
who are holding down their jobs through the 
grace of Lorimer as senator. 

The biggest Lorimer appointment was that 
of. William H. Behrens of Carlinville as 
United States marsha! at Springfield. Tnére 
gre a score of Lorimer postmasters and a 
big bunch of appointments to postmaster- 
ships are hanging fire at Washington pend- 
ing the settlement of the Lorimer case. 


LORIMER SEAT TO BE VACANT? 

Washington, D. C., July 14.—[Special. ]— 
Whether Gov. Deneen has authority to ap- 
point a ‘senator as successor to William 
Lorimer is a mooted question, according to 
members of the senate who are authorities 
on the precedents and vrocedure of that 
body. 

It is said by many that under the circum- 
stances the governor is debarred from 
making an appointment, and that the va- 
cancy must be filled by the legislature when 
it next convenes. 

The constitution of the United States pro- 
vides in regard to the senate that if va- 
cancies happen, by resignation or otherwise, 
during the recess of the legislature of any 
state, the executive thereof may make tem- 
porary appointmnts until the next meeting 
of the legislature, which shall then fill such 
Vacancy.” 


Deneen Not Forced to Act. 

It has been determined that. on account of 
the use of the word may in this pro- 
vision, it is not incumbent upon the gov- 
ernor to fill a vacancy by appointment when 
the legislature is not in session. It is op- 
tional with the executive to appoint a sen- 
ator or await an election by the legislature. 

It also has been established by the senate 
in repeated cases that when a legislature 
fails to fill a vacancy the governor has no 
right to appoint a senator. 

When the vacancy in the Illinois senator- 
ship occurred is the point of complicating the 
questton of supplying a successor to Lorimer. 
If the vacancy occurred with the exclusion 
of Lorimer, Gov. Deneen has the undoubted 
right to name a senator to serve until the 
legislature of Illinois shall elect a man to 
serve out the term expiring March 4, 1915. 


Say Office Never Was Filled. 

But there are many authorities who hold 
that the vacancy in the Illinois senatorship 
has existed actually since March 4, 1609, 
when the term of Albert J. Hopkins expired. 
It is argued that the senate in declaring 
the Lorimer election invalid holds in effect 
that the Illinois legislature failed to fill the 
vacancy created by the expiration of the 
Hopkins term. 

Appointments have been made by gover- 
nors to fill vacancies caused by death, resig- 
nation, and expulsion, in all of which cases 
there wae no question of the time at which 
the vacancy occurred. 

But never has a successor been appointed 
to @ senator excluded because of an invalid 
election. Invariably a successor has been 
evpplied only when the legislature eventually 
elected a senator.

Newspapers Comment 
on Lorimer Case. 


LORIMER. 
{New York Worid]. 

William Lorimer will lose hie seat in the 
senate for a reason which he and his de- 
fenders seem unable to comprehend. He ie 
not a newspaper victim. He does not suffer 
from distorted law. He i# not to be sacrificed 
to the jealousies and hates of political and 
business rivals. Far from it. 

Lorimer ig to be punished for his whole 
political career. He ie to be punished for the 
sins of Big Business in partnership with 
crooked politics, He ie to be punished for a 
lifetime spent in trading between the lines 
of political parties. He ig to be punished as 
a representative of the mercenary interests 
that have preyed upon the people for a 
generation, Heis to be punished because he 
was caught. 

In drawing indictments against the great- 
est offenders a specific violation of law must 
be alleged. A man accused of many murders 
is tried for one. An emblezzler whose thefts 
have extended over a series of years is pros 
ecuted for a single crime. Lorimer has been 
convicted incidentaMy as the beneficiary of 
one election brought about by bribery, 
proved and confessed, but in factithe verdict 
against him rests upon general principles 
operating against general and notorious de- 
pravity. It is Lorimer and not those who 
accuse him who is on trial. 

No other personal issue has bad the atten- 
tion of so many Americans of late as the case 
of Lorimer. It has been regarded as typical 
and symptomatic. It illustrated boldly the 
alliance between greed and government. It 
revealed the fact that when selfish interests 
were intent upon putting over one of their 
faithful servants they could, in a pinch, de 


.pend upon members of both parties. 


Furthermore, the case of Lorimer ex- 
plained why legislation in behalf of the 
people so often miscarried, why the pledges 
of platforms and candidates were disre- 
garded, why taxes were high and discrim- 
inating, and why treachery and trickery had 
become sad characteristics of our public life. 

In this view of the matter it was not neces- 
sary to prove that Lorimer himself had paid 
the bribe money that was used, or that he 
had knowlecgeofit. It was not necessary to 
prove that all who voted for him were 
bought. It was enough to show that the 
motive behind his election was corrupt, that 
he was a man well fitted for the service ex- 
pected of him, and thet his mere presence 
in the senate chamber was a reproach to the 
people. 

The expulsion of Lorimer wl take rank 
among the greatest triumphs of public opin- 
ion. By thie agitation the senate is to be 
forced to reverse itself. As a result of it 
several of ite members have been defeated 
for retlection. Many others have been put 
upon their good behavior. Others still are 
yet to meet the judgment. It le already a 
chastened and a purified bedy. 

A power that can drive from a purchased 
seat an avowed agent of the trusts may be 
cepended upon in due time to. smite privilege 
in form that hides behind purchased 
laws. It is this prospect that has made the 
defense of Lorimer so flerce and 80 pro- 
tracted.

‘HITS AT LIQUOR BACKERS. 


Sorry Their Part in Jackpot“ 
Was Not Exposed; The Rev. 
Hayes Gives Thanks. 


The expulsion of William Lorimer from the 
United States senate, and more especially 
the unceasing public protest) against his 
tenure of the tainted seat, were used by the 
Rev. James M. Phelps of Wesley Methodist 
church last evening as the theme for re- 
marks as a prelude to his sermon. 

The late Senator Ingalle once said the 
incorporation of the decalogue in public af- 
fairs was an iridescent dream,“ said Dr. 
Phelps. Were he living today he might 
change his mind, for the conscience of the 
nation is insisting on recognition of the prin- 
ciples of Christian morality. 

I do not know that any one has claimed 
that Mr. Lorimer had anything to do with 
the distribution of jackpot funds. That 
there was a jackpot, and had been for many 
years, there is no doubt in my mind. 


Regrets Liquor Interests Escaped. 

It wae a source of great regret to me and 
many others that when a witness at one of 
tho subsidiary trials testified there was a 
large jackpot raised by liquor interests to de- 
femt local option legisiation the trial judge 
sustained an objection to further testimony 
on that line. Had he allowed all the testi- 
mony to be given which knowing witnesses 
might have given, it would have shaken this 
state and nation from end to end. It would 
have affected many other public men had it 
been followed. 

„ understand Mr. Lorimer’s domestic re- 
lations and home life are excellent and 
worthy of all praise, but that does not affect 
the main aue. The senate wae satisfied there 
was a jackpot and that through the egencies 
which maintained that Lorimer was elected.” 


Gives Thanks for Action. 

At the Oalifornia Averrue Congregational 
church there wae brief mention of the Lori- 
mer case. In the prayer preceding his ser- 
mon the Rev. F. L. Hayes said: 

„We thank thee, O Lord, for purging the 
United States senate of ita most conspicu- 
ous dlot.“ 

The Lorimer expulsion also was commend- 
ed in a sermon in the Woodlewn Park Meth- 
odist Episcopal church by the Rev. W. B. 
Norton. 

“Much was made by Mr. Lorimer and 
those defending him,“ Dr. Norton sald. of 
his happy family Mfe and of his excellent 
private morals. These virtues are to be 
commended, but it is to be remembered that 
Mr. Lorimer was not on trial for his private 
virtues, but for his betrayal of a public trust 
in accepting an election which was tainted 
with bribery. The personal self-control 
characteristic of good private morals is the 
element which enables men sometimes to 
pursue a long continued course of poltical 
scheming for their private gain.” 


CALLS MINISTRY GREAT FIELD; 
PAY WORSE THAN HODCARRIER 


The Rev. Mr. Shutler Urges Young Men 
Into Field—Says Church Must Be Bet- 
ter Financed by Laymen. 


The Rev. Marion D. Shutter of Minneapolis 
last night urged young men to prepare for 
the ministry as the greatest field of en- 
deavor today. In the same breath he said 
that hod carriers receive better pay than 
the average mijnister in the United States, 
generally speaking.“ This apparent Incop- 
sistency, which he afterward explained, was 
brought about in a talk on the subject of 
“ Young Men and the Ministry.“ at the clos- 
ing sessfon of the national convention of the 
Young People’s Christian union at the 
Church of the Redeemer, Warren and Ogden 
avenues. 

“The scarcity of young men in the min- 
istry today.“ said Dr. Shutter, is the prob- 
lem of all churches. Statistics show the 
number graduated from the theological! col- 
leges is not beginning to keep pace with the 
growth of other lines of endeavor. 

There never were such great opportuni- 
tles for ugefulness in the ministry as there 
are today, so that cannot be the reason. At 
the root of the problem Hes the decay of 
religion in the home The reading of the 
Bible, the discuasion of the theme; these have 
all vanished into empty air, and the home 
is none the better. 

“The young man is not willing to take the 
10,000 criticlame that are offered for the 
$1,000 salary. He knows he will never be- 
come rich in that calling and it unfits him for 
making money in any other. The average 
wages of a hodcarrier are more than the 
average wages of a minister in general in the 
United States, 

“The question of salary and of business 
methods in our churches must be taken to 
heart. Churches must be better financed. 
Ministers must be better paid. The laymen 
do not want cheap men in their business 
and they should not want them in the church. 
The kingdom of Christ demande efficient men 
the same as does the business field. The ab- 
sence and indifference of men is another 
problem. Where are the men? They pay 
their pew rent. It is well they do, because 
otherwise the church would not get om but 
where is their interest?

CANADA TO GIVE $7,500,000 
TO BRITISH NAVY EACH YEAR. 
Subsidy to Steamer Line Between Do- 


minion and West Indies Will Be 
Asked as Reward. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, July 14.—The best information 
of the naval agreement between Great Brit- 
ain and Canada is to the effect that the 
dominion will offer to make an annual min- 
imum contribution of $7,500,000 towards the 
support of the British navy, the money to 
be applied in any manner that the admiralty 
wishes, but the estimates to be laid before 
the Canadian parliament for approval. 

The sum may even be raised to $10,000,000 
a year. This will mean practically the 
granting of a Dreadnought to the Britisn 
navy every other year. 

Canada has put forward no compensatory 
requests, but it is understood that the Brit- 
ish government will do its best to meet Can- 
ada’s requirements in regard to a subsidy 
for a steamship line between Canada and 
the West Indies and also towards the all 
red steamship line, which has already oc- 
cupied public attention in both hemispheres. 

In the latter cage the sum suggested ‘s 
$1,250,000 annually on condition that the 
money is not given to any line now in exisat- 
ence and that they must have an entire 
scheme of fast steamers not merely between 
Canada and Great Britain but also between 
Canada and Australasia. :

Germans Angered When Lord 
Haldane Lauds the Emperor. 


SEEN AS A TRICK PLAY. 


One Paper Says Sugared Words Suc- 
ceeded Attempt to Use Whip. 


LONDON, July 6.—The nature of the re- 
lations between the Germans and the Eng- 
lish people may be appraised from a recent 
incident. 

Last Saturday Lord Haldane, who was re- 
cently à sort of peace emissary to the Ger- 
man government, made a speech at the 
Savoy hotel at the sixty-seventh anniversary 
of the German hospital at Dalston, in which 
he\indulged in a eulogy of the kaiser. Pro- 
posing his health and that of the emperor 
of Austria, Lord Haldane, who since his 
visit to Berlin has become lord chancellor, 
said: 

The German emperor is something more 
than an emperor; he is a man, and a great 
man. He is gifted from the gods with the 
highest gift that they can give. I shall 
use a German word to express It. He has got 
geist in the highest degree. 

“He has been a true leader of his people, 
a leader in spirit as well as in deed. He has 
guided them through nearly a quarter of 
a century, and preserved unbroken peace. 


Leads in Arts of Peace. 

„In every direction the German emper- 
or’s activities have been remarkable. He 
has given his country that splendid fleet 
which we who know about fleets admire. 
He has preserved the traditions of the 
greatetst army the world has ever seen. 

‘But in the arts of peace he has been 
equally great. He has been a leader of his 
people in education, and in solving great 
social questions. History will look back 
upon his reign as one remarkable for the 
great development of the German people in 
every direction of intellectual and moral ac- 
tivity. ; 

“That is a great record, and it makes one 
feel a sense of rejoicing that the man who 
ie associated with these things should be 
half an Englishman.” 


Attitude Resented by Germans. 

One would think that this was laying on 
praise thickly enough to satisfy even the 
most exacting Teuton. But, so far from giv- 
ing any satisfaction, the speech has pro- 
voked an outburst of rage in Germany. The 
German newspapers describe it as fuleome, 
offensive flattery obviously prompted by ul-

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MISSIONARIES NOT IN PLOT 


Bishop Harris Deelares Corean 
Court Will Clear Them. 


CALLS CONVERTS LOYAL, TOO. 


Charged with Conspiracy to Kill the 
Governor General. 


Chautauqua, N. T., July 14.— The Rev. 
M. C. Harris, Methodist Episcopal bishop 
for Japan and Corea, declared here today 
that no missionaries were implicated in the 
alleged plot on the life of the Japanese 
governor general of Corea. He said the mis 
sionaries from the first have been loyal to 
the Fovernment and have taught the Chris- 
tian Coreans the same loyalty. » 

“I would advise all Américans to withhold 
their judgment against the missionaries un- 
til the end of the trial,” said Bishop Harris. 
It is in the hands of an impartial court and 
justice will be done. 

“I am confident that all charges against 
the missionartes will prove false. The guilt 
of any missionaries iz an impossible and un- 
believable thing.” 


Many Forced to Confess. 

SEOUL, July 14.—The attempt to connect 
the name of Bishop M. C. Harris with an 
alleged plot against the life of Count Terachi, 
the Japanese governor general, will fail. 

The direct examination of the 123 converted 
Coreans who are charged with plotting 
against the government and the life of Count 
Terachl, has developed a confusing situation. 
At the preliminary examination, on June 28, 
a majority of the prisoners in answer to the 
judge's questions, said their previous state- 
ments before the police examiner were false, 
and were made because they were beaten or 
threatened. 

A few of the prisoners admitted connection 
with an organization which had for its pur- 
pose the independence of Corea. 

The chief judge investigated deeply into 
the alleged connection of the missionaries 
in the conspiracy, but the prisoners emphat- 
icaly denied they were implicated. 


Bishop Not in the Plot. 

The name of Bishop M. C. Harris was 
mentioned once by the judge, but the author- 
ities say they have not the slightest idea 
that either the bishop or any of the mis 
sionaries; had any knowledge of the plot. 


IN EFFECT TODAY 


British Act Designed by 
Lloyd-George to Benefit 
13,000,000. 


HOSPITALS NOT READY. 


Compulsory Payment Portion of 
Law Only Detail to 
Be Started. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, July 14.—David Lioyd-George’s 
great ineurance act will go into operation to- 
morrow. 

This hurried and in digested piece of legis- 
lation is still in a state of such chaotic con- 
fusion that almost al! that can be said for 
certainty concerning it ie that 13,000,000 peo- 
ple between the ages of 16 and 70, who will 
have to be compulgorily insured and whose 
annual earnings are below 3900, will begin, 
together with their employers, to pay for 
benefits the nature and extent of which are 
little understood. 

One benefit—namely: the sanatoria for con- 
sumptives, is supposed to commence imme- 
diately, but none of these establishments is in 
existence. 

Perhaps the chief benefit intended by the 
act is the sick benefit of 10 shillings & week 
for a man and 7 shillings and 6 pence for a 
woman for twenty-six weeks, and then 5 ehill- 
ings a week thereafter so long as the illness 
continues until recipient reaches the age of 
70 when he or she will receive the old ags 
pension. ‘ 

Doctors Refuse Terms. 

This admittedly cannot be worked with- 
out the codperation of medical men through- 
out the kingdom, but up to the present phy- 
siclans have absolutely refused the terms 
offered them by the chancellor of the ex- 
chequer. 

Lloyd-George, who ig still negotiating with 
them, admits that he may consent to increase 
the present offer of compensation if the doc- 
tors can convince him they are right, but he 
refuses to grant their present demand, which 
would entail an annual expenditure of $20,- 

It may be recalec that no benefits, with 
the exception of the nonexiscent sanatoria, 
will commence before six months from Mon- 
day. ; 

When the bill was first outlined In the 
house of commons it was received with al- 
most unanimous applause by all parties. Its 
principle is still praised by everybody, chiefly 
for the reason that its real opponents seem 
to fear to antagonize what is being loudly 
proclaimed as the greatest scheme ever 


| formulated for the benefit of the working 


classes. 


Criticism Looked For. 

This attitude is symptomatic of the general 
backing down before the prevailing social- 
istic trend, which is marked in this more 
than in any other country today. A reaction, 
however, will soon set In and the bill will be 
riddied with criticism. 

Insurance commissioners have been ap- 
pointed, whose chief mandate is to use their 
own discretion in making the bill workable 
when, as is certain, its numerous inconsist- 
encies and even impossibilities crop up. 

Besides these commissioners, 2,000 other 
‘galaried officials have been appointed in con- 
nection with the Dill. 

For a time when the agitation against the 
bill reached its highest point, causing the loss 
of bye-elections and reducing the govern- 
ment majorities on every hand, it seemed 
possible that there would be such widespread 
passive resistance to conformity with the bill 
as to render it practically etiliborn tomorrow. 


Opposition’s Tactics Change. 

Lately, though, the opposition’s tactics 
have changed. An order went forth against 
preaching “anarchy,” and the employers 
were advised to comply with the terms of the 
measure and walt till the bil is amended by 
the next government. 

Lloyd-George has declared that he wil! not 
hesitate to enforoe the penalty against em- 
ployers who fall to comply with the law of 
£10 a week with all arrears in contributione 
by the employer and the employée, while a 
lawyer hag pointed out that an employer who 
fails to affix a weekly p, even if the 
workman does not wish to do so, would in 
case of the latter falling sick or even taking 
different employment make the employer 
Mable to a sult for damages for negiecting 
to insure the employé. 


Millions Join Societies. 

The chancellor of the exchequer claims 
that 9,500,000 people have now joined the 
insurance or benefit societies, through which 
act he worked, and more people have joined 
the friendly societies in the last three weeks 
than In the last twenty years. 

Fear rather than approval of the law un- 
doubtedly influences many people, and wide- 
spread ignorance of the act, which the in- 
surance officials themselves are unable in 
hundreds of instances to explain, muat for 
months make the confusion worse con- 
founded,

Government to Keep Promise 
Made by Premier Asquith. 


SEE DELAY IN PASSAGE 


Ne Chance for Woman Suffrage 
Amendment Tacked on the Bill. 


LONDON, July Menn A. Pease, min- 
ister of education, long chief Liberal whip 
and therefore an expert on registration, was 
put up dy the government to introduce the 
Promised reform and régistration bill, the 
effect of which would, among other things, 
be to abolish plural voting and increase the 
number of voters in the United Kingdom by 
some 2,500,000. 

It ig on this bill that the government has 
promised to give facilities for the introduc- 
tion of an amendment to grant the suffrage 
to women on the same terms as to men. 

This amendment, however, will not be a 
government one, and members are to be 
left to vote as they Mke. 

As the present house of commons has al- 
ready declared itself against votes for wom- 
en, the amendment has little chance of pass- 
ing. In fact, the bill itself has little chance 
of reaching the statute book, with home 
rule and Welsh disestablishment ahead of it 
and hardly time enough to discuss those two 
great measures. 


Promises of Premier Kept. 

The bill has been introduced in keeping 
with three promises made by the prime min- 
ister. The first was to his own supporters 
to do away with plural voting, which ft is 
generally admitted handicaps Liberal can- 
didates in the constituencies, most of the 
lancholders who have these plural votes 
casting them against the Liberals. 

This promise can be kept without the pas- 
sage of the present bill, as another bil! with 
the same purpose has. been introduced by a 
Private member and has already passed its 
second reading. By adopting this bill as 
their own, the government can redeem the 
firet of Premier Asquith’s promises. 

The second promise was, if there was time, 
to remove the difficulties which the present 
law places in the way of registration. This 
can also be carried out in the private bill. 


Votes for Women Will Lose. 

The next promise was to the suffragists, 
to give facilities for the introduction of an 
amendment giving votes to women. This 
will be carried out, but as it will be opposed 
by leaders on both sides of the house it ts not 
likely to get further than an introduction.

History will look back 
upon his reign as one remarkable for the 
great development of the German people in 
every direction of intelectual and moral ac- 
tivity.

SEOUL, July 14.—The attempt to connect 
the name of Bishop M. C. Harris with an 
alleged plot against the life of Count Terachi, 
the Japanese governor general, Will fail.

Coreans who are charged with plotting 
against the government and the life of Count 
Terachi, has developed a confusing situation. 
At the preliminary examination, on June 28, 
a majority of the prisoners in answer to the 
judge's questions, said their previous state- 
ments before the police examiner were false, 
and were made because they were beaten or 
threatened.

HOSPITALS NOT RBADY. 


Compulsory Payment Portion of 
Law Only Detail to 
Be Started, 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, July 14—David Lioyd-George’s 
treat insurance act will go into operation to- 
morrow. 

This hurried and in digested piece of legis- 
lation is still in a state of such chaotic con- 
fusion that almost all that can be said for 
certainty concerning it ie that 13,000,000 peo- 
ple between the ages of 16 and 70, who will 
have to be compulgorily insured and whose 
annual earnings are below 8900, will begin, 
together with their employers, to pay for 
benefits the nature and extent of which are 
little understood. 

One benefit—namely: the sanatoria for eon - 
sumptives, is eupposed to commence imme- 
diately, but none of these establishments is in 
existence. 

Perhaps the chief benefit intended by the 
act is the sick benefit of 10 shillings a week 
for a man and 7 shillings and 6 pence for a 
woman for twenty-six weeks, and then 5 @hill- 
ings a week thereafter 0 long as the illness 
continues until recipient reaches the age of 
70, when he or she will receive the old ags 


pension. a 


Doctors Refuse Terms. 

This admittedly cannot be worked with- 
out the codperation of medical men through- 
out the kingdom, but up to the present phy- 
sicilans have absolutely refused the terms 
Offered them by the chancellor of the ex- 
chequer. ä 

Lloyd-George, who fg still negotiating with 
them, admits that he may consent to increase 
the present offer of compensation if the doc- 
tors can convince him they“are right, but he 
refuses to grant their present demand, which

No Chance for Woman Suffrage 
Amendment Tacked on the Bill. 


LONDON, July 14—Johh A. Pease, min- 
ister of education, long chief Liberal whip 
and therefore an expert on registration, was 
put up dy the government to introduce the 
promised reform and registration bill, the 
effect of which would, among other things, 
be to abolish plural voting and increase the 
number of voters in the United Kingdom by 
some 2,500,000. ’

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\ TRUTH WINS; JUSTICE Is DONE. 

The United States senate has given its 
judgment that the election of William Lori- 
mer by the Illinois legislature May 26, 1900, 
was brought about by corrupt practices, was 
tainted, and is void. 

The seat occupied by Mr. Lorimer is de- 
elared vacant. There was no valid, legal 
election of a successor to Albert J. Hopkins, 
whose term expired March 4, 1909. 

That brings the Lorimer case to an end 
go far as the issue was the right of a man 
to hold a position to which he was elected as 
the result of bribery. In other respects the 
general questions involved in the long strug- 
gle continue to demand attention. Wheu 
the thing that had grown at Springfield came 
to the surface far enough to attract atten- 
tion, and when an attempt was made to pul! 

it up, it was found that the roots ran in all 
directions, great, powerful roots extending 
under business, and the courts, and homes. 
To uproot them has disordered entire com 
taunities.,. 

A great deal has been done. 
remains to be done. 

So far as Mr. Lorimer is concerned, he ia 
no longer United States senator. He was not 
expelled. He was notin the controversy ex- 
cept as he projected himself into it. His 
election, which was assailed, is declared in- 
valid. 

A corruption fund was used in connection 
with the election. It was distributed to men 
who had voted for Lorimer by men who de- 
sired his election. There never was any 
doubt of this. The confessions of the men 
who had received the money could not be 
shouted down, could not be explained, and 
could not be disproved. 

In the period of more than two years in 
which this case was in the criminal courts 
and before the Illinois senate and the United 
States senate, every artifice that shrewd 
men could devise and money command, 
whether legitimate or dishonorable, was em- 
ployed by the interests attacked, and yet the 
force and effect of the confessions merely 
grew. Subtleties were of no avail. In its 
essentials it was a very simple case and could 
not be disguised. 

Tus Trisunz, which presented the first 
disclosures by ꝓHublishing the narrative of 
Charlies A. White, April 30, 1910, did not 
need the justification of the senate vote 
which declares the seat vacant. Ne justifi- 
eation was needed for publishing the truth 
and insisting upon it, insisting upon it in 
spite of discouragement and in * of 
malice. 

The public knows little of the methods 
adopted by the defense in efforts to stop not 
only Tue TriBuNeE but other newegapers, 
public officials, and citizens from doing their 
duty in the matter. The inquiry now being 
eonducted by the. Cook county grand-jury 
affords the best insight into these attempts. 

It is the belief of THe TRI BUN E that the 
whole miserable story will come out some 
day, and that before very long. The crimes 
committed to protect the men responsible 
for the crime of May 26, 1909, have been as 
low and despicable as the original crime 
itself. Some of them have revealed a far 
lower morality than that of the briber and 
bribe taker. 

A great deal of good already has come out 
of this fight against organized corruption. 
Citizens who hare been patient to follow as 
complications were unraveled and as men 
were dragged out from shadows are better 
equipped to understand the relations of cor- 
rupt politics and corrupt business. When the 
secrets were opened up the stench offended 
and disgusted many people, including some 
respectable people who wished for the sake 
of their own peace of mind they might have 
been spared the knowledge. Tue Trisune 
was conscious all the time that citizens 
whose respect is worth having were uneasy 
and at times even resentful. Such feelings, 
we think, Have disappeared. 

The snake of corruption in the IIlinels 
legislature has been scotched. It has not 
been killed, but it has-been injured. The 
legislature is a better body than it waz, and 
it does better work. If it had not been chal- 
lenged it would have grown in vicloushess. 

The case undoubtedly succeeded in stim- 
ulating public conscience all over the nation 
and making public sensitiveness greater, on 
questions involving honor and honesty. It 
also did a great deal to hasten the accept: 
ance by the United States senate of the prin- 

ciple of the direct election of sena tors. 

The long struggle would have been worth 
while even had the election of Lorimer been 
permitted to stand as valid. -If the senate 
had voted the second time as it voted the 
first, to sustain the validity of the election, 
the struggle would have been worth while. 

The law has not been able to punish the 
| men whose guilt was apparent, but they have 

not escaped punishment. ; They went free 
from courtrooms and they avoided the peni- 
tentiary, but the story is one of broken men. 

They evaded the law, but they could not 

avoid retribution. Some have suffered. 

Others will suffer. :

NOBLESSE OBLIGE. 

A very pleasant aspect of the Olym- 
pian games at Stockholm is the courtesy 
and tgenerosity of the Swedes. The 
Swedish officers refuse to accept any points 
in the military events which might be 
awarded them on strict technicality, and 
managers and competitors are giving an 
example of good manners and warm hos- 
pitality which fills the cable dispatches 
with praise. 

We hope our representatives are re- 
sponding in kind. It 1s said often that 
Americans care more for victory than 
for the game, but we believe amateur 
sportsmanship with us is on as high a 
plane as elsewhere. A better chance to 
prove it could not be found than at these 
international contests, where it should be 
eur pride to prove that the American is 
generous in victory, just and courageous 
in defeat. 

The spirit of the Swedes on this occa- 
sion is not at all surprising, for the civ- 
ilization of this people is genuine and high. 
A humane and enlightened people must be 
generous to the stranger within its gates. 


JUSTICE VS. PULL. 

An excellent ordinance is now before the 
council, approved by the committee on 
finance. It provides that the council shall 
appropriate uniform salaries for uniform 
duties within the civil service grades. 

Such a rule is absolutely necessary to the 
just operation of the merit system. The 
city civil service commission, mainly through 
its efficiency division, has worked out with 
great care and skill a system of employ. 
ment, standardizing grades according to du- 
ties. This principle and this system are 
recognized by the ordinance now introduced, 
which is intended to do away with the in- 
justice and demoralization worked by the 
old practice of paying salaries according 
to political favoritism and pull rather than 
on a basis of service performed. 

The ordinance also provides for the auto- 
matic increase of pay within grades on the 
basis of efficiency and seniority, and pro- 
hibits increases except by civil service pro- 
motion. Lobbying and soliciting by a city 
officer or employé for increase of pay also 
are prohibited. : 

The importance of this ordinance depends 
upon whether the city council will respect 
it. What the council has given the council 
may take away. If the principle it ex- 
presses could be imposed by state law it 
would be ‘strictly. binding upon successive 
councils. Nevertheless the formal setting 
up of the principle voluntarily by the present 
council is an advance which max be made 
permanent by an aggressive public senti- 
ment. Mayor Harrison, the civil service 
commission, and the finance committee, 
notably Ald. Richert, Lawley, and Cermak, 
deserve credit for advancing this new prin- 
ciple, which the council should materialize 
into permanent practice.

WELL WATER. 

E printed extracts yesterday 
from Dr. MeLaughlin's bulletin 
on the water supply, sewage dis- 
posal, and typhoid rates in vari- 
ous places, many of which are 
“vacation” towns. We advised that it 
ibe made a vacation guide. However, 
many good men live in bad towns. Many 
bad men live in good towns. In the bad 
water towns there are resorts with good 
individual water. supplies. In the good 
water towns therd are establishments 
using bad wells. : 
Do not go to any resort until you know 
‘about the water supply. Is the town 
supply good? If it is bad, is it used for 
anything—washing dishes, washing milk 
cans, washing vegetables, for instance? 

If there is a private © supply, is it good? 


Read the followi ine essay on wells from 
the Chicago health department bulletin: 

Ot course, Mr. Webster of dictionary 
fame was no joker, but when we und him 
defining the word well as ‘a hole sunk 
into the earth to reach a supply of 
water’ and in almost the same breath, as 
it were, further- defining that word as 
meaning good in condition, desirable, or 
not ailing,’ we are constrained to remark 
that at least he gives evidence of having 
had a keen sense of the numorous. It 
has been our observation that the average 
‘hole sunk into the earth to reach a sup- 
ply of water’ is anything but ‘ good in 
condition, desirable, or not ailing.’ 
Rather, such holes are sinks of iniquity; 
places from which you get all sorts of 
unexpected things mixed tp with. some 
water. 

Let us consider the average farm well. 
On the average farm we find it dug, often 
shallow düg, in close proximity to the 
privy vault, to the pig sty, to the slop 
ditch, or to the manure pile at the barn- 
side. With every rainfall the unspeak- 
able filth from these places and wastes is 
washed overground or through the earth 
to the well. Instead of being a recep- 
tacle for pure water it becomes the re- 
ceptacle for every possible kind of filth 
in liqnid form. 


—— 
“Many people have an idea that in the 
process of being strained through the 
ground all liquid which seeps into the 


harmful. Such an idea is far from cor- 
rect. What really does happen, and un- 
fortunately, too, is that visible filth is re- 
moved in the process of ground straining, 
while the more harmful invisible filth re- 
mains. We say it is unfortunate that the 
visible filth is removed; if it remained it 
would effectively serve as a warning 
against the use of that water. 

So as to well water in general, and as 
to well water in particular, bear this 
thought in mind—all is not pure that 
sparkles.”

EETINGS between the czar and the 

kaiser, such as that which has just 

taken place at Baltischport, in Es- 

thonia, are viewed with great con- 

cern and anxiety not only at Bt. 
Petersburg but also at Berlin. 

In the Russian capital there is always a 
fear leet Nicholas should be led to Involve 
his empire in some international entangle- 
ment, or to commit Russia to some disadvan- 
tageous policy by the particularly winning 
and persuasive methods of his cousin, WII- 
Ham. Nicholas is aware of the existence of 
this fear, and the consequence is that after 
each of these encounters he feels himself im- 
pelled to make some marked manifestation 
of unfriendliness to Germany—sometimes to 
the kaiser, even—just to demonstrate pub- 
licly that he has in no sense fallen a prey 
to the emperor's wiles. 

Something of the sort has occurred after 
each’ meeting that has taken place between 
the two sovereigns in previous years, and now 
the authorities at Berlin are wondering what 
particular form the expected unpleasantness 
on the part of Russia will take this time 


—o- 

The fact of the matter is that the present 
czar, contrary to his popular reputation 
abroad, is possessed of a determined and ob- 
stinate, though not imperious, character. It 
must be borne in mind that ali the moet pow- 
erful influences of Russla, that of the em- 
press-dowager, of the varieus grand dukes 
and grand duchesses of the imperial family, 
and that of the great nobles, the dignitaries 
ot the court, of the church, the army, and 
the bureaucracy, were vainly brought to bear 
upon him in an effort to prevent his granting 
a constitution to the nation. 

He carried through his project and almost 
single handed, in the face.of the greatest ob- 
stacles, laid the foundations of popular gov- 
einment in Russia. This alone is sufficient te 
give him a niche in the temple of history as 
lasting as that of his grandfather, Alex- 
ander II., who decreed the liberation of the 
serfs. 


~~o- 

On each occasion that the kaiser has come 
into contact with the czar he is known to 
have endeavored to weaken the bonds of the 
Lranco-Russlan alltance, but the attempt 
has admittedly been fruitless, since the union 
between the two countries is closer than ever, 
and. it is pretty well assured that Emperor 
William has accomplished as little during his 
recent conference with the czar as on former 
occasions. 

One thing must not be forgrotten—namely: 
that the Russian peasantry, which consti- 
tutes nine-tenths of the population, has been 
brought up from time immemorial to hate and 
abominate everything German, largely owing 
to the fact that until a generation or so ago 
the Russian nebles were accustomed to em- 
ploy German factors and overseers on their 
estates, who were cemmonly regarded in 
much the game light as the stewards of ab- 
sentee Irish landlords. 

Then, too, several Russian sovereigns, no- 
tabiy Peter the Great, encouraged the men- 
gration of German agriculturists, artisans, 


which rendered them objects of envy to the 
sons of the soll. There were plenty of other 
causes for the national dislike of Teutons, the 
very name applied to them and now adopted 
as the official Russian synonym for Ger- 
man” indicating {ll will It ts “ nemetz,” 
Anglice, dumb fool.” No alliance or even 
concerted action with Germany would ever 
be popular in Russia, where the people have 
now some voice in national affairs. No one 
realizes this better than Emperor Nicholas.

The German government, with extraor- 
dinary bad grace, arrested just a week be- 
fore the meeting of the two emperors, a 
Capt. Kostevitch, personally known and 
liked by the ozar. He ie one of the mont 
promising young officers attached to the ar- 
tiliery bureau of the Russian wer depart- 


ment, being regarded as a leading expert in 


Ste., granting them all sorts of privileges, ©

explosivea He had recetved instructions 
from his departmental chiefe to makea three 
months’ official stay in Germany, in order to 
visit governmental and private factories of 
explosives. On arriving at Berlin he at once 
reported himself at the Russian embassy, 
and was presented by the chargé d'affalrs and 
the military attaché to the German authori- 
tles at the war department and elsewhere 
explaining the object of his mission, and 
asking that courtesies and facilities should 
be accordedi him. These were duly promised. 
But he found the doors of the state fac- 
tories of explosives closed in his face, and 
when he sought information and admission 
at the private factories he was arrested as a 
suspicious character, and held incommuni- 
cado as a spy, despite the protests of the 
Russian embassy. 

Now, Empergr Nicholas is particularly sen- 
sitive to charges of this kind against his 
officers, and even successful espionage is no 
longer a road to preferment. Military at- 
tachés of the Muscovite embassy at Vienna 
and of the legation at Stockholm have within 
the last year been recalled. and disciplined 
by the home authorities for allowing them- 
selves to become involved in secret service 
intrigues, and the new standard set by the 
czar for the work of his naval and military 
representatives abroad is best shown by the 
course of action pursted by the lately ap- 
e military attaché at the Sw edish capi- 
ta 

When. this officer, four weeke ago, received 

from a member of the Swedish war depart- 
ment an offer to sen military secrets and 
— 2 8 Swedish defenses, the Russian, 
nstead ot accepting. at once inf. 
Swedish minister of war, 8 
the government under obligation both to 
himself and the czar. Naturally, officers 
thus attached te foreign missions will think 
it advantageous to follow this example, and 
establish. a reputation for 4 lofty sense of 
honer which will place them above the 
suspicion of abusing the hospitality of the 
countries to which gere are accredited.

Angel Cake. 


M. has recently asked for a recipe for 

angel cake. There is but one angel 

cake formula, the old one of eleven 

@ eggs, but many fractions of this are 

printed, and the lowest fractional part 

is the best one for an amateur to follow, for 

the reason that success is more sure—it is much 

easier to bake—with the smaller quantity, as in 

jelly making, and if the cake is spoiled me loss 

or waste of the best of food materials is not 
sO great. é 

‘No cook who has not learned what a cake 
oven is should, however, try to make angel cake. 
This, of all cakes in the world, requires the 
most careful baking. 

Four Egg Angel ‘Cake—The whites of four 
eggs, a large half a cup of sugar, a scant half 
a cup of flour, a pinch of salt, one-half a tea- 
spoon of cream of tartar, one-half a teaspoon 
of flavoring. This will just fill a turkshead 
pan holding a quart and a half of water, brim- 
ming full, These angel cake tins must always 
have the central tube and be used, without 
greasing, for no other purpose. Bake from 
twenty-five to thirty minutes. Have the flour 
and sugar sifted and everything ready before 
beginning to beat the eggs.

Now as to the question of putting this cake 
together. Advice varies, and our best au- 
thorities all recommend a procedure which I do 
not believe is the best one for the inexperienced, 
in particular, if it is ever best. They beat the 
egg whites until stiff, beat in the sugar, sifted 
once, and ¢ream of tartar, and then fold or 
stir in, very lightly, the flour, which has been 
sifted with the salt five or six times, once be- 
fore measuring. - 

A much surer way, I believe, is to sift the 
sugar and flour the necessary number of times, 
then mix them thoroughly; have the salt and 
cream of tartar sifted with them, then stir them 
a little at a time into the stiffly beaten whites. 

Some advise beating the eggs till they bubble, 


* 


then adding the cream of tartar, and con- 
tinuing the beating until the whites are very 
stiff, adding the sugar by beating it in, and 
then stirring or folding in the flour in the 
gentlest way possible. There is a chemical 
reason why. the mixing of the flour and the 
sugar is the better or surer way. 


— 

In the old cook bboks this cake is called 
white sponge cake, and it is even more difficult 
to bake than the yellow sponge. Miss Farmer 
advises that after the caké has risen and be- 
gins to brown it should be covered with but- 
tered paper. Of course, the paper must be 
buttered on both sides or it will curl. But it 
seems to me that in most ovens which are hot 
enough to brown the cake perceptibly, the 
bottom will be cooked too much if the top needs 
a paper over it. 

The cake must come up quickly, but not too 
quickly, and the surface must be of the lightest 
fawn color. In the case of a large cake, which 
must be baked forty-five minutes or so, it is 
dificult to keep it from getting too dark. In 
baking it in a gas oven this can be managed 
by having the oven at a rather hot cake heat, 
turning off the gas entirely for about five 
minutes, then lighting it again with one burner 
turned about a fifth on. The home cook can 
rarely get as stiff a cake as the baker makes 


with alum or gum, but hers has the finer flavor.“

A good little cake to make so as to use up 
the four volks is 

Plain Gold Cake—One-half a cup of sugar, 
one-fourth of a cup of butter (four even table- 
spoons), four yolks of eggs, three tablespoons 
of water, one cup of flour, one-half a teaspoon 
of baking powder, one-half a teaspoon of vanilla. 
Cream the butter and sugar, add the yolks of 
eggs, beaten until very light colored, sift the 
baking powder in the flour, and add to the other 
ingredients alternately with the water. Bake 
thirty minutes in a moderate oven. This is a 
more tender little loaf made with water than 
with milk.

The charges of the express companies, now 
in many instances are the same for 50 pounds 
as for 100 pounds between the same points;

80 pounds as for 100 pounds. Under sucha 
system the householder is compelled to pay 
as much for a 10 pound package as a dealer 
would pay for a 25 pound package, and three 
or four times as much as the dealer would pay 
for 10 pounds included in a 100 pound ship- 
ment. — 

Benefit to Company Also. 

Commissiéner Lane expresses the belief that 
the system proposed will make practicable 
the opening of direct avenues of trade be- 
tween the farm and thecity household. He 
thinks that, while the reduction of the rates 
on the lighter weight parcels will average 
between 20 and 30 per cent, the express com- 
panies will be the beneficiaries of a largely 
increased business. 

The report shows that more than 800,000,000 
parcels are handled annually by the express 
companies in the United States. The aver- 
age household of five persons in this country 
either sends or receives by express in the 
course of a year from eight to ten packages. 
The average weight of these packages is 
thirty-four pounds; the average express 
charge is 50 cents; and the average haul is 
200 miles. 

It appears that « very small proportion of 
the express traffic of the country results 
frdm direct shipments from the farm to the 


city home. 
Must Give Through Routes. 


Of foremost importance is the requirement 
that all of the express companies shall join 
in the establishment of through routes by 
the quickest lines of communication between 
all express offices and shall publish through 
rates to apply between those points. The 
same provision gives the shipper the right 
to name the route by which his property 

carried. ; 
wh i 3 by Commissioner Lane that 
these provisions will effect an improvement 
in the service and a great economy to the 
carriers, which often haul shipments by cir- 
cultous routes to avoid turning them over 


to a connecting line. 


“Blocks” to Decide Rates. 
The most radical departure from existing 
methods lies in that adopted of applying the 
new rates. In the United States there are 
85,000 express stations. To name rates from 
each of these to every other one requires 
the statement of more than 600,000,000 differ- 
ent rates. The rates themselves are so in- 
volved it requires expert authority to deter- 
the lawful rate. 

ee, Lane has evolved a method 
whereby the rates from any point to all other 
points may be printed on & single sheet or 
card about one-fourth of the size of a single 
ge. 

"wae nat ao was the division of the United 
tates into blocks, each approximately fifty 
miles suuare. Rates are proposed between 
each of these blocks, treating all cities and 
towns within each block as common points. 
Each of these blocks is one degree of longi- 
tude in length and one degree of latitude in 
width. To every express station within each 
of these blocks the rate is the same from any 


other given block. 
Simpler Tasks for Agents. 


The present system requires the state- 
ment of 200 times as many rates as the sys- 
tem proposed by the commission. As each 
agent, under the new system, will be obliged 
to know only the rates that apply between 
his station and each of the other blocks, he 
will have to Consult only 830 rates to find 
the proper charge from his station to every 
other station within the lipited States. 

While there has been an almost uniform 
reduction in ‘charges upon parcels weighing 
fifty pounds or less, the rates on packages 
weighing more than fifty pounds have not 
been materially reduced. In some instances 
the commission's proposed rate basis shows

excessive. This is particularly manifest 
from.an analysis of the rates for distances 
of 200 miles of less, which are scarcely dis- 
turbed on the heavy weight traffic.

Blames “‘Covetous Haste of the Rich” 
and Denounces “Selling Character for 
Dirty Money.” 

—— 

“ Covetous haste of the rich” was blamed 
for the high cost of living and the Funk con- 
spiracy was referred to ina sermon preached 
last night by the Rev. F. L. Hayes, pastor 
of the California Avenue Congregational 
church, 

“The cost of living cannot always be ex- 
pressed in terms of mere money,“ said the 
pastor. ‘‘Mrs. Henning, who has just come 
into unenviable fame, paid more than the 
mere 625 a week she gave for board at the 
hotel as the cost of living. She and the other 
poor, deluded people associated with her in 
conspiracy paid their honor and character for 
the dirty money by which they sought to de- 
stroy a good name. 


Price a “Petrified Heart.” 

“Any one pays too much for his living 
when the price of his prospefity is a petri- 
fied heart. The final solution of social 
problems is in the recognition and enforce- 
ment of spiritual values. 

“The cost of living is advancing all out 
of proportion to the advance of wages and 
salaries. The prosperity of manufacturers 
and merchants is not equally shared by. 
those who have their labor to sell. One 
per cent of the population has more of the 
wealth of the country than the remaining 
99 per cent. 

„There are a hundred reasons for this, 
but underlying all is the covetous haste 
to be rich and the selfish disregard of the 
general welfare, a looking out for number 
one. 

“A large proportion of the price of many 
commodities is due to the wasteful methods 
of business, looking not to the interests of 
the consumers, but to the profits of the 
handlers. 


Public Pays Big Profits. 

As illustration: A certain Chicago busi- 
ness house retails a commodity on which 
the manufacturers figure 175 per cent for 
overhead charges, that is, for extras above 
the actual cost of production. The retailer 
adds 25 per cent profit, and the final pur- 
chaser pays three times the cost of produc- 
ing the goods. 

„ Overcapitalization of many of the trusts 
and the high tariff schedules are also re- 
sponsible for the high cost of living, and this 
condition grows out of the law of the su- 
premacy of selfishness over the law of.spir- 
itual values. 

“The present cost of living involves a prod- 
igal waste of the people's lives as well as 
the people’s money.”

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MAPS OUT WAR FOOTING. 
State Militiamen Included in the 


Program for Enlarged 
Soldiery Service. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ]} 

Washington, D. C., July 14.—[{S8pecial.}— 
The general staff of the United States army 
has completed its plans for reorganization 
and increase of his country’s military estav- 
lishment, a work upon which it has been en- 
gaged ever since it. was founded some years 
ago. 

Among those most active in the conferences 
on these plans are Senator Root of New 
York, former secretary of war, and Senator 
Du Pont of Delaware, chairman of the senate 
committee on military affairs. 

The plam for the reorganization, as drawn 
up by tbe general staff, marks the first 
echematic military policy yet drawn up for 
the land.forces of the United States. 

The great object sought is to put the army 
on a footing of constant readiness for war 
with a permanesat expeditionary force always 
ready for instant service. 

In the regular army the highest proposed 
unit of organization is raised, and the mobile 
branches, which include all arms except the 
coast artillery, are divided into two parts, 
the foreign and the domestic. 

The domestic service is to be kept perma- 
nently in continental United States. The 
foreign service is to be sent to American 


territory to remain, as an organization, out- } 


side of. this country. . 


To Utilize State Militia. 

In addition to a proposal making for the 
federalization, within constitutional limits, 
of the present national state guard, fhe gen- 
eral staff also asks for the creation of two 
new types of American soldiers, namely the 
federal reservist and the federal volunteer, 
the latter to be recruited in time of peace for 
wer service and held responsible only to the 
central government. 

The genera! staff also recommende that the 
Present regular army be relieved of police 
duties in Alaska, and suggests that peace, be 
preserved in that district by federal con- 
Stabulary to be legislated into existence by 
corgress. 

It points out that the land forces of. the 
United States are how in no condition’ to 
face the armies of a first class. power, and 
maintains that the necessity for this country 
a Prepare itself is immediate and impera- 
* tive. 

Whatever our military institutions may 
de, says the report, we must recognize 
the fundamental fact that victory is the re- 
ward of superior force, that modern wars are 
short and decisive, and that trained armies 
elonc can defeat trained armies.” 


Weed for a Standing Army. 

‘The rt refers to the close contact re- 
@tntly established between great nations 
and the races. a contact which tends to be- 
come continually closer, due to the increage 
of population and national needse.’” It then 
es on to say: 

With this close contact thus eo recently 
established comes competition, commercial, 
national, and racials whose ultimate serious- 
ness current events already enable us to 
gauge. Since our conflict with Spain in 1898 
practically all of the principal nations of the 
earth have either been actively engaged in 
war or else brought to the verge of actual 
war. The evidence is clear that the nations 
and races capable of maintaining armies and 
thue protecting themselves are the only ones 
who can flourish in this world of competi- 
ee «ss 

“In the Jaht of present day conditions 
it is estimated that at the outbreak of war 
with a first class power we should be capable 


* of mobilizing at once in the United States 


an effective force of 460,000 mobile troops 
and 42,000 coast artillery; that this is the min- 
mum number of first line troops necessary, 
and that to augment thie force and replace its 
losses we should have plans made for rais- 
ing immediately an additional force of 300,000 
All ht these! forces should. be 


available for service anywhere.” 


Increase of Troops Urged. 

The present land forces of the United 
States comprise the regular army of about 
66,000 men out of a total of about 95,500 au- 
thorized, and in the national guard about 
128.000 men. The national guard is not lia- 
bie for duty on foreign soil, though it can 
volunteer for this service. In order to raise 
the complement of trained men the general

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AID BUBONIG PLAGUE FIGHT 


USS. Health Officers Call on Citi- 
zens to Help Them. 


“RATS MUST 60% IS EDICT. 


Kill the Rodents and Disease Will Not 
Appear, Says Surgeon Blue. 


Washington, D. C., July 14 Bubonic 
plague at the gates of the United States.“ 

A few yeare ago such an announcement 
would have charged the nation with excite- 
ment and fear. In this day of advanced 
knowledge and scientific wonders, how- 
ever, it is hardly more than an incident in 
the world’s news, 

When, a month ago, the first suspicion of 

bubonic plague appeared in the congested 
district of the old elty ot San Juan, Porto 
Rico, and later in Havana. Cuba, the public 
health servive. virtually spread a net around 
the Ugited States to keep the plague out and 
then proceeded to attack the disease at its 
seat. 
War on bubonic plague means war on rats, 
and o the resources of the men who cleaned 
New Orleans of dread yellow fever and con- 
quered the diseases of the tropics were at 
once directed in a scientific campaign 
against rats in Porto Rico, Cuba, and the 
veaports of the United States. 


San Francisco Plague Proot. 

The same measures which have made San 
Francisco rat proof and plague proof were 
set in motion. 

Seventy men and four officers are fighting 
the plague in Porto Rico and twenty-five 
men and five omoers are guarding the exits 
of the isiand that the disease may not be 
carried to the United States. 

Two officers of the public health service 
are at Havana inspecting vessels, ordering 
fumigation and examining pessengers and 
freight. 

Al) passengers from the plague zone tothe 
United States must be seven days on the way 
or be held that long for observation.

protected against infection. Every citizen 
may ald in making the United States plague 
proof’ by helping to exterminate all rats. 


- “The Rat Must Go.” 

The rat must go, says Surgeon General 
Blue of the public health service. Destroy 
the rats and you destroy the plague. 

Plague is a rodent disease. Fleas carry 
the disease from rodents tot mem. Human 
plague is a paralyzer of commerce. Rodent 
plague is regarded by the layman as incon- 
sequential. Therefore, the thing to do: is to 
discover the plague while it is yet Sodent 
plague and before that has become human 
plague. 

“To avoid getting the plague, avoid rats 
and fleas. To avaid rats and fleas, live ina 
rat proof, rat free house. Houses may be 
made rat proof by the use of impervious 
foundation and basement coverings. Con- 
crete ir the ideal substance for this. 


Make Citizens Confidants. 
“There has been no policy of concealment 
with regard to the plague situation. It has 
been felt that by telling frankly what lias 
happened the citizens would interest them- 
selves in a campaign of sanitation and would 
coUperate with local health authorities. 
A little money spent now will yield good 
returns, and those cities which begin cam- 
paigns of sanitation now will find they pro- 
tect themselves against the inroads of a 
disease which means commercial disaster, 
and they also will have a marked decrease 
in the other communicable diseases

New York, July 14. — The stock market last 
week was ruled by consideration of the 
money market position and by various sta- 
tistics published from time to time, modified 
by the knowledge of late developments re- 
garding the subject of the statistics. 

The weekly bank statement of the preced- 
ing Saturday, disclosing a deficit in surplus 
reserves according to the actual figures of 
$7,000,000, necessitated a readjustment of 
credits. 

Rates in the money market rose for all 
kinds of loans It was significant, of the 
small commitments in the stock market that 
the effect on the call loan rate was slight 
and the pressure of liquidation of stocks 
mall. It is well understood that the obliga- 
tions to the New York market likely to feel 
the first pressure of recall ere those of the 
foreign borrowers. _ 


Money for Harvesting Crops. 

The northward march of the crop har- 
vesters in thiscountry gives notice of coming 
demand on the money market. The agricul- 
tural department estimates that for the crop 
which represents three-fourths of the value 
of all the average price paid on July 1 was 
17.5 per cent higher than on July 1 last year. 

The comparison gains force from the fact 
that June this year saw a fall of 4.9 per cent 
in the average price, while in June last year 
there had occurred an advance of 6.7 per 
cent. 

Some unsettlement of confidence in the 
metal markets was noted. Unsteadiness of 
copper metal in London aroused distrust of 
the showing of a decrease in stocks of refined 
copper made by the report of the Copper Pro- 
ducers’ association for June. 


New Steel Orders Shrink. 

More attention was paid to the assertions 
of stee! trade authorities of a marked 
shrinkage in new orders since higher prices 
were in effect than to the unexpected in- 
crease in the unfilled orders of the steel cor- 
poration reported July 1. 

Labor scarcity in the steel milis, urgent 
calls for prompt deliveries, increase in June 
building operations, and the augmenting 
tide of immigration were passed over for 
anxious surmise over the tenor of thé report 
of the congressional committee of investi- 
gation of the steel corporation.

CRIME ON THE INCREASE. 


High Percentage ‘ of Insanity 
and Constitutional Diseases 
in Urban Life. 


[FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNE. } 

LONDON, July 6—Dr. Max Nordau has 
contributed a paper on the problem of de- 
generation to the Hibbert Journal. He deals 
with the increase of insanity and crime and 
with those milder forms of degeneration 
which are the most dangerous for the com- 
munity, because their destructive influence 
only gradually makes itself felt; discusses 
one of the great causes of the degéneration— 
autointoxication and organic wear and tear 
through fatigue consequent on overexertion 
and points to the danger of the town: He 
says: 

In ever greater numbers the population 
makes its way from the country to the town, 
to exchange agricultural occupations for 
labor in works hope and factories. The num- 
ber of people that @well in towns of over 
100,000. inhabitants le everywhere swelling; 
everywhere among civilized nations the 
tendency appears to transform a people that 
lives on the land and raises natural products 
into a people of great cities, producirig differ- 
entiated goods. 


Plan of Socialists Chimerical. 

“The process produces wealth and the 
world economy sets this on a level with hap- 
piness—a manifest illusion. 

Extreme state intervention in the sense 
of the Socialistic program would reseue the 
individual from the overexertion and fatigue 
that make him a progenitor of degenerates. 

Since, however, it seems chimerical to 
look for a realization of the integral Social- 
istic program at any date to which we can 
now look forward—modest tentative meas- 
ures like Mr. Lloyd George's old age insur- 
ance are of no efficiency—we must regard this, 
theoreticatly conceivable remedy for degen- 
eration as practically inapplicable.“ 


Degeneracy in Large Towns. 

Degeneration, continues Dr. Nordau, has 
its chief home in the large town. He says: 

The large town gives the highest per- 
centage of crime, insanity, and constitu- 
tional diseases; the large town le the focus 
of all the frenzies of fashion, all hysterical 
aberrations of public opinion, all anarchical 
movements in politics, social customs, mo- 
reality. It is in the large town that celibacy 
and childleseness are most to be found. 

The stunted forms we meet in the slums 
of east and southeast London are the de- 
ecendants of the gigantic peasants of Saxon 
Sussex, of Danish and Norwegian Hertford, 
of Jutic Kent and of Anglian Northumber- 
land. In the large town families which had 
originally the finest conetitution disappear 
in four or five generations if they are not 
renewed by a contigual infusion of fresh 
blood from the country. 

“In London and Paris—the young cities 
of America cannot here come into question— 
there are probably not 100 persone who can 
show a pedigree of 150 years consisting on 
-both sides of ancestors born in Lene Saad 
Paris. 


Sees Menace to Population. 

The large town is an abyss in which the 
population that pours in from the whole 
country and from’ foreign lands oozes and 
trickles away. Dr. Nordau continues: 

“But for that inflow from without it 
would be extinct in about a century and « 
half, since its population ie not renewed 
out of its own resources. For the present 
the country population is still capable of 
feeding the large towns. 

But the day will come when the depopu- 
lated country will have no more reinforce- 
ments to bestow on the great city, and then 
the danger of national degeneration will 
come very near to us. This danger will be 
European in its scope, since one people after 
another ts adopting the large town civiliza- 
tion and the white race has no more bar- 
barians in reserve to step into the weakened 
cities and fill up their ranks. 

In the stress of intensive modern culture 
the peoples that take the lead must feeds 
wear themselves out. They cannot at the 
same time be rich and able, shine and endure, 
but only the one or the other.
